^ I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  in  the  Borough  during  the  year 


^ broad  terms  the  environmental  conditions  improve  year  by  year, 

«f/e  see  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  and  the  erection  of  modern 
dwellings.  There  are  improved  standards  of  working  conditions  in 
factories,  shops  and  offices.  Regular  inspection  of  foodstuffs 
ensures  a high  standard  of  nutrition. 


I have  to  report  a halt  in  the  downward  trend  in  the  pojjulation. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  for  I97O  for  Blyth  was 
35 >320  - an  increase  of  I90  over  I969.  The  number  of  live  births

It  is  disappointing  to  have  to  report  the  continued  notification 
of  appreciable  numbers  of  measles  - 330  in  all.  This  is  due  to  the 
break  in  immunisation  because  of  a failure  of  supplies  of  vaccine 
eighteen  months  ago.  ^/hooping  cough,  too,  rose  to  34  cases.  Many 
children  had  not  been  protected  but  some  bad  had  a full  course  and 
00s ter  doses.  This  could  cast  doubts  on  the  efficacy  of  the  whooping

There  were  4IO  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  1970s  of  these 
33  were  measles.  I feel  that  the  measles  figure  would  have  been  greatly 
reduced  had  it  been  possible  to  continue  the  immunisation  drive  during  I969. 
n ortunately,  due  to  a break  in  the  vaccine  supply,  this  preventative  measure 
^a  unable  to  be  maintained.  ^ Supplies  of  the  vaccine  are  now  available  and  a 
■vigorous  plan  for  prevention  is  being  pursued. 


■in  Whooping  cough  notified,  and  this  is  34  more  than 

n 1959.  Of  these,  22  had  no  record  of  immunisation,  9 had  completed  a 

course  of  triple  vaccination  (diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus), 
1 a primary  course  and  a booster  dose,  pre-school.  I have 

doubts  about  the  efficacy  of  the  ?/hooping  cough  vaccine.  Of  the  22  children 

not  immunised,  11  -were  one  year  of  age  or  under,  and  11  were  betw/een  two  and 
seven  years  of  age. 


There  were  34  cases  of  infective  jaundice  notified 
from  one  year  to  thirty-five  years.

Additional  mexhinery  is  provided  enabling  an  owner  of  a controlled 
tenancy  to  obtain  a Provisional  Certifica.te  v/here,  although  the  house 
has  not  all  the  required  amenities,  the  owner  proposes  to  instal  these 
v/ith  the  consent  of  the  tenant. 

On  receipt  of  an  applica.tion  from  an  ovner  it  is  required  that  a 
copy  be  forv;arded  to  the  tenant  who  has  twenty-eight  days  in  which  to 
make  representation  if  he/she  considers  the  house  does  not  comply  with 
the  qualifying  conditions  but,  in  any  event,  it  is  nocessany  that  the 
house  be  inspected  bp  a member  of  the  Health  Department  to  verify 
statements  made  by  either  party, 

'Vhen  a Qualification  C'.,rtificate  is  issued,  the  owner  then  applies 
to  the  Rgnt  Officer  for  Northumberland  who  will  fix  a "Fair  Rent"  in 
consultation  with  the  landlord  and  tenant.  In  the  event  of  failure  to 
agree  to  the  rent  determined,  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  a rent 
assessment  corrmiittee. 

It  is  a little  early  to  state  v/hat  effect  these  new  provisions  will 
have  on  the  work  of  the  department,  but  as  the  new  legislation  becomes 
more  widely  known  there  could  be  a substantial  increase  in  the  next  year 
or  so  in  inspections  and  negotiations  y;ith  owners  and  tenants.

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1956 

THE  SLAUGHTEimOUSES  ACT  (lIYGIElHi]  & CRUELTY)  REGULATIQHS 

I reported  in  the  Annual  Report  for  I969  that  certain  deficiencies 
in  connection  with  the  above  Regulations  had  been  notified  to  the  then 
licence  hold'-^rs,  the  Blyth  Co-operative  Society  Limited  and  that  they 
were  currently  under  consideration.  Following  the  amalgamation  of  a 
number  of  Societies  to  form  the  North  Eastern  Co-operative  Society 
Limited,  forma,!  notification  w'as  received  on  the  18th  November,  1970 
that  they  did  not  propose  to  renew  the  licence,  and  the  licence  in 
respect  of  the  Slaughterhouse,  Plessey  Road,  Blyth,  duly  expired  on  the 
31st  December,  1970  when  slaughtering  ceased. 
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The  Slaughterhouses,  which  originally  consisted  of  ten  separate 
bays  let  to  individual  butchers,  were  acquired  from  Sir  Matthew  ^"/hite 
Ridley  on  the  l6th  September,  1898  by  the  then  South  Blyth  Urban 
District  and  continued  in  the  ownership  of  the  Blyth  Corporation  until 
the  51st  Januaxy  19^4  when  they  were  sold  to  the  Blyth  Co-operative 
Society  Limited, 


The  bays  continued  to  be  operated  as  separately  licensed  slaughter- 
houses until  mea-t  slaughtering  and  allocation  became  the  prerogative  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food  following  the  outbreak  of  war.  After  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  there  were  two  courses  of  antion  open  to  the  Council  - 
to  caxry  out  major  reconstruction  of  the  sla-ughterhouses  or,  alternatively, 
to  construct  a new  aba.ttoir.  After  discussion  with  the  then  Ministry 
of  Food  it  was  ultimately  decided,  pending  determination  of  the 
Government's  long-term  slaughtering  policy,  that  it  was  ina,dvisable  for 
the  Coimcil  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  plans  for  a,  new  e.battoir 
and  immediate  improvements  were  put  in  hand  in  1950  to  convert  the 
separate  bays  into  one  sla.ughtering  'unit  for  ca.ttlo  and  sheep  with 
separate  inspection  and  hanging  rcom.s  and  a separPute  sla,ughtering  unit 
for  pigs,  together  with  improvements  to  caAtle  laira.ges,  new  steam 
raising  plant  and  all  ancilliary  equipment.  These  works  were  caxried 
out  and  the  sla,ughterhouse  continued  to  be  run  and  maintained  by  the 
Corporation  on  behaif  of  the  Ministry  until  raea.t  rationing  ended  in  the 
summer  of  1954  when  the  premises  ’were  then  leased  to  the  Blyth  Meat 
Traders  Association  with  the  Corporation  responsible  for  cleansing  and 
maintenance . 


Following  the  introduction  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  and 
subsequent  Hygiene  and  Cruelty  }'{egulations , protracted  negotiations  v?ere 
instituted  between  the  Traders  and  the  Council  on  the  method  of 
financing  the  major  improvements  required  to  comply  with  the  Act  and, 
follov/ing  failure  to  p,gree,  the  premises  were  subsequently  sold  to  the 
Blyth  Co-operative  Society  on  the  31st  January,  I964  who  carried  out 
a complete  reconstruction  in  19^5  to  comply  with  the  various  statutory 
requirements.  ThmeaFter  the  slaighterhouse  was  held  and  opera.ted  by 
the  Society  who  made  the  facilities  a,va,ilable  to  the  local  and  certaAn 
outside  traders, 

f'LEAT  INSPECTION 

The  first  mention  of  meat  inspection  as  req^iired  by  The  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924  is  contained  in  the  Annual  Report  for^ 
1925  and  the  first  detailed  record  of  animals  inspected  is  contained  in 
the  report  for  1926  ’which  shov/ed  that  833  Bovines,  845  Pigs  and  1,18? 
Sheep  were  examined  and  tha,t  7 Beasts,  4 Figs  and  3 Sheep  ca,rcases 
were  condemned. 
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As  the  yeaxs  went  hy  this  figure  of  2,865  animals  gradua,lly  rose 
■until  the  poalc  was  reached  in  I968  v^ith  11,520  animals  slaughtered, 
examined  and  staniped  in  accordance  with  current  Regulations. 


THE  FJl/iT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS 


Slaughtering  took  place  on  258  days  including  2 Saturdays,  2 Sundays 
and  4 Statutory  Holida,ys,  involving  547  visits  for  the  purpose.  Total 
carcases  ajad  offal  insj')ected  and  marked  werelO,625  (See  details  Page  32). 

MIIvIAL  health 

A total  of  159^  ajiimals  (See  details  below)  v/ere  condemned  as  being 
unfit  for  humaji  consumption,  being  principally  the  class  of  animal 
referred  to  in  my  report  for  I968. 

Segregation  of  diseased  or  unso'und  anima.ls  in  a.ccordance  with  the 
Regulations  is  usually  accomplished  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  lovf- 
grade  stock  are  brought  to  the  slaughterhouse  towards  the  end  of  the 
v/eok  and  special  a.ttention  is  given  to  these.

It  was  most  appropriate  that,  during  European  Conservation  Year,  a 
major  step  in  the  elimination  of  tidal  pollution  was  achieved  v/hen  the  * 
extended  Cowpen  Sewage  Trea.tment  Works  were  inaugurated  on  the  17th 
October,  1970. 

The  extensions,  together  with  the  new  dual  foul  and  surface  water 
sewers  and  pumping  stations,  are  capa.ble  of  serving  a population  of  15,000 
and  currently  the  foul  sewage  from  the  Newsham  and  Links  Road  area, 
together  with  prospective  Gordon  Roa.d  Development,  plus  existing  aree.s  at 
MaJvins  Close  and  Cov,^en  is  delivered  to  the  works  for  treatment.  This 
has  meant  that  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage  through  existing  outfalls 
into  the  South  Hcaxhoiir  and  to  the  sea,  at  Wellesley  Nautical  School  and 
Link  House  has  been  discontinued. 

Further  extensions  to  the  works  and  construction  of  additional 
pumping  stations  are  proposed,  capable  of  serving  a population  of  50,000 
together  v^ith  treatment  of  tra,de  waste,  and  when  this  final  stage  is 
complete  the  remaining  five  outfp.lls  still  discharging  crude  sewage  to 
the  river  will  be  eliminated. 


P/iRT  III  - NUISANCES 


2,331  visits  and  interviews  v^ere  made  in  connection  v/ith  general 
public  health  matters,  principally  arising  out  of  complaints.  This 
figure  does  not  include  the  2,758  visits  made  in  connection  with  specific 
Housing  duties,  but  it  is  felt  tha,t  this  considerable  increase  is  primarily 
due  to  more  time  being  spent  in  interviews  vi/ith  tenants,  landlords,  estate 
agents  and  builders  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  a satisfactory  outcome.

The  general  concensus  of 
opinion  v/as  that  though  the  v/ater  was  shown  to  be  contaminated  by 
decomposing  organic  ma,tter,  with  evidence  of  pollution  by  sewaf^c, 
which  is  only  to  be  expected  from  an  open  watercourse  of  this  nature, 
the  waterway  would  be  suitable  for  the  purpose  proposed,  but  that 
suitable  warning  notices  should  be  permanently  posted  that  the  water 
is  unsuitable  for  bathin^g  or  paddling. 

Should  this  project  proceed,  the  River  Authority's  Chief  Engineer 
would  require  to  be  consulted  in  respect  of  any  engineering;  vrorks 
affecting  the  Seaton  Burn.
